There are. of course. lesser 
and quite comfortfibte hotels, whtch 
soma tourists prefer because they 
have an air of the massive If some- 
what dingy Vlclorlan p^st. ^/iien 
you get outside London you are in 
a desert, the average ' provincial 
hotel being Just about as dreary as 
can be imagined. 

France Is somewhat Atter off, 
since the French themselves have 
always appreciated comfort and 
good food.-Switzerlnnd -la iv-coup- 
try of hotels and they -tend to be 
good, both on the grand and the 
modest scale. But this year they 
will be overtaxed partly by the tour- 
ist Invasion and partly by a series ot 
International conferences that 
bring not only large official delega- 
tions but hundreds of newspaper 
correspondents.
